THE ELDER TREE. 


Sonic of tho Traditions and Supergtitlnnn 


Attnelictl to It. 


The traditions attached to this tree 


nre very numerous and widespread, 
from the days of Pliny downward, says 
Notes and Queries. The fancy or belief 
that Judas hung- himself upon an elder 
tree, which will be found in Gerai'ue 
and many old herbalists and poete, l>crt 
Johnson among them, of course, g^ave 
the name to the purplish-brown funjfus 
Vvhich grows on its bark under the title 
of "Judas' ear," which Coles refers to as 
"Jewcs Kare, called in Latin Fuiigua 
sarnbicunus and Auricula juclae." The 
plant appears to have had in England 
the old cognomen of pipe tree or bour 
tree, and in Scotland bore tree, no doubb 
from the facility with which pipes or 
tubes Cor. musical or other purposes 
have always been made \>y pushing' out 
ilie pith from the younger branches. 
\Vescera togetthe name from the Dutch 
holder with the 
German hohlunder, 


sureau with the French, in Holland 
vlierboom, Italian sambnco, Russian 
busina, and Spanish saueo. 


The spiced wine so almost universally 


made from the berries in country dis- 
tricts, and the medicinal virtues at- 
tributed^—and not without reason—to 
very many preparations made from ils 
bark, shoots, leaves amcl roots by coun- 
try folk from time immemorial, and a 
proportion of which are found in tho 
pharmacopoeia, have doubtless made it 
a popular plant, and gathered around 
it many of the superstitions, tiiles, and 
even enhanced the virtues it is said to 
possess. At all events, in nearly every 
county in Knglaaid its praises can be 
heard, nnd wondrous talcs in connec- 
tion with it will be found to exist.

OIL IN AMERICA. 


Tho Discovery and Production of 


Potrole urn. 


Some lutcroatliiR InfciVmatlon About an 


Important IndUBl.ry—Immense In- 


crease tu the Output Within 


a Few Years. 


Petroleum oil, which "was discovered 


in this country in 1S59, has been known 
and used for illuminating purposes for 
more than 2,000 years. In one of the 
Ionian islands to-day there is an oil 
spring in action which was mentioned 
6y Ilerodotus more than 20 centuries 
ago. There are old oil wells in the north 
of Italy and tho same fluid is used in 
Persia. 
^ 


For many years in the United States 


petroleum has been known and used for 
medicinal purposes. There are creeks 
in the east which in the early part of 
the century were always covered with 
tho oil which came from springs on the 
banks. This was skimmed off and sold 
by the Indians for medicine at 75 cents 
a gallon. It was not until 1854 that ex- 
periments were made toward obtaining 
light from the oil. 


When oil was first drilled for and 


brought up at the rate of 25 barrels'a 
day the market was glutted, but soon 
as its value became apparent other 
wells were started and the great in- 
dustry sprang up. In those days numer- 
ous cooper-shops were necessa;/y and 
empoyed hundreds of men, who made 
the stout barrels to hold the oil, these 
barrels bringing fortunes to the coop- 
ers; teamsters who hauled the barrels 
made $15 to $30 a day; drillers made 
eight to ten dollars; farmers who had 
existed on sterile farms suddenly dis- 
covered oil and were rich; employment 
was given to hundreds and money in 
the oil region flowed as freely as the oil 
itself. 


The streets in the townsfwhich sprang 


up in these regions became masses ol 
thick mud from the constant t'eamage 
and an empty wagon was a load for two 
horses, while a loaded one was sunk to' 
the body of the wagon in the 
sticky 


soil. It was not an unusual sight to see 
horses drowned in mud in the middle of 
the street. 


The first man who built a pipe line for 


the easier transportation of the oil 
built one 2y2 miles long. It was clumsy 
in construction, and after months of 
toil and the expending of his fortune 
and that of some of his friends the pipe 
line was announced ready for the test. 
One thousand, barrels 
of petroleum 


were started and only 50 reached the 
other end of tbe pipe, the rest escaping 
through 
defective valves. The next 


man who built a pipe line made a suc- 
cess of it, but as soon as it was in work- 
ing order the well from which it ran 
gave out. 


The enormous output of oil—30,000,- 


000 barrels—in 1804 made important the 
question of storing the superfluous oil. 
Wooden tanks were first used, biit they 
let the oil evaporate, and to-day we see 
the 30,000 aud even 35,000 barrel iron 
tanks which in some 
places are in 


groups of 300, with a combined capacity 
of 0,000,000 barrels. The only loss is 
when a tank is struck by lightning and 
the oil is burned up. 


In case of fire in one of these im- 


mense tanks the great danger is that It 
will explode and scatter the burningoil 
into the other tanks and destroy them. 
So, to prevent this, a cannon is brought 
ami-numerous balls fired into the burn- 
ing tank around the base, this allowing 
the oil to escape and burn quietly with- 
out an explosion. 


Petroleum oil is of many different col- 


ors. The Pennsylvania oil is dark 
green, the Canadian black, that from 
the shores of the Caspian sea varies 
from the clear white to jTellowish green, 
brown and black; California oils are 
light green when brought to the sur- 
face. In the process of refining pe- 
troleum man3r valuable articles of com- 
merce are produced. There is gasoline, 
vaseline, naphtha, paraffin and rhigo- 
Hne, the lightest of known fluids, ita 
evaporation being so rapid that the at- 
mosphere falls to 19 degrees in 20 sec- 
onds. It is used by physicians to pro- 
duce local anaesthesia.—Chicago News.
